“We must stockpile and con- 
serve rubber as though our very 
lives depended on it, because that 
may be a reality,” the subcom- 
mittee on preparedenss said in a 
report to the Senate.

“A rubber Pearl Harbor would 
strike a punishing blow to this 
nation’s defenses.

State Senate and 18 State Repre- 
sentative districts in St. Louis will 
be studied by the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners to determine 
if the “best interests of the voting 
public” are being served; or if 
changes should be made to make 
them more compact and more 
equal in voting strength. 

This was announced today by 
Paul C. Calcaterra, chairman of

ries or through redistricting. 

Calcaterra said he had asked 
for the opinion for the board be- 
cause of many inquiries from 
members of the state legislature 
as to what the St. Louis Election 
Board proposed to do about redis- 
tricting under the 1950 census.

They 
met in. Europe, where Dixon was 
a war correspondent. 

Ministers Also Guilty. 

“If Ken Dixon is guilty of de- 
faming the District Attorney so 
are we,” declared the Rev. Mr. 
Byrd. “Dixon just echoed in his 
newspaper what we told the parish 
officials previously.” 

To emphasize the situation de- 
veloping from the indictment of 
the newspaper men, the Rev. Mr. 
Byrd draped his church in chains 
and Nazi swatikas last Sunday, 
then told his congregation, “If 
you permit freedom of the press 
to go, you let the heritage of 
| freedom die.” 

At Washington, Senator Lister 
Hill (Dem.), Alabama, termed the 
indictment of Dixon and other 
newsmen “so flagrantly unjust it 
will alert the people to the need 
for a grass roots uprising against 
crime and corruption.” He said 
Congress should ‘furnish money 
to revive the recently suspended 
Senate crime hearings.

Harking back six years to the founding of the 
U.N. in the.same city, Mr. Truman said that the 
purpose of this country still is to prevent an- 
other war. The fact that we are fighting armed 
aggressors in Korea only proves that this pur- 
pose is intact. | 

The President said all anyone can say about 
the situation at Kaesong. The U.N. negotiators 
stand ready to go ahead with the cease-fire 
conference whenever the Communists decide to 
return to the meeting place. 

To use Mr. Truman’s well-chosen words: “We 
are ready at any time to reach an honorable 
settlement in Korea, but we will not give in to 
aggression.” . 

Because of this utter uncertainty at Kaesong, 
coupled with the apparent build-up of Commu- 
nist might in Korea and elsewhere, the free 
That is to make 
themselves secure by defensive means against 
all-out attack. 

On the arms side, Mr. Truman assured the 
country that the defense effort is now “begin- 
ning to'‘roll.” He listed the achievements in 
the large-scale production of new planes, tanks 
and weapons of other types. In particular, he 
emphasized faster jet aircraft. 

All this led up to the President's appeal for 
the purchase of United States savings bonds as 
the way in which each individual can help in the 
defense effort. 

Here the President was both strong and weak. 
Defense bond buying is. needed to provide funds 
for the struggle against Communism. It is 
needed to take excess earnings out of circula- 
tion as a deterrent to inflation. 

But — and this is a big qualification — the 
‘value of defense bonds are inevitably reduced 
by inflation. When Mr. Truman called United 
States Government bonds a backlog to meet 
emergencies, to finance education, to purchase 
a home “and to provide for a more comfortable 
old age,” he did not say that the capacity of 
these bonds to achieve these ends depends on 
stopping the inflationary spiral. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that the American 
people should buy government bonds for the 
reasons Mr. Truman states. We also believe 
that the executive and legislative branches in 
Washington should join hands to protect the 
purchasing power of the bonds. 

If inflation issnot brought under control, the 
Federal Government will be obliged to develop 
some means for increasing the cash value of 
United States bonds, proportionate to the cost 
of living index. 
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Will the Public Help? 


The brutal killing of 5-year-old Mary Morgan 
should reawaken St. Louis to the danger of 
the sexual criminal. Two years ago this had be- 
come a major social problem—so much so that 
the Legislature enacted a special law to deal 
with the situation. Police Chief Jeremiah 
O’Connell has now appealed to the public to 
help use this law. : 

Under the 1949 enactment, it is possible to 
detain a person whose behavior indicates he 
may be a criminal sexual psychopath. He may 
be committed to a mental hospital after a court 
hearing, both to protect society and to provide 
him with necessary psychiatric treatment. 

Unfortunately, this law was néver used to its 
fullest extent. James W. Connor, director of 
the St. Louis Crime Commission, says full co- 
operation of parents, teachers and the public 
generally is required to make the law effective. 
Molestation cases must be reported promptly, 
or the law lies dormant, and .the police are 
helpless to use it as the protective device whi 
it can and should be. ae 


While Labor Takes a Bow 


Secretary of Labor Tobin made a genuine 
point when he congratulated the American 
labor movement on its resistance to the blan- 
dishments of Communism. It'is fair to say that 
the American unionists never joined the “class 
war” as urged by the Marxists. True, Commu- 
nists did make a bid for power by their in- 
filtration methods, especially in the years in 
which the nation was working its way out of 
the depression. But with very few exceptions, 
all that is now of the past. 

American labor has a more immediate enemy 
than the party-line follower to worry about. 
This enemy is the racketeer. He has muscled 
in and spoiled the good name of organized 
labor in many a community.

Canadian official; Ottawa newspaper says attack “violates every 
sense of honor’; minister gave Washington sharp protest against 
smear; yet U.S. Foreign Service remains subject to similar attacks.

This has not been a good year for Unit- 
ed States-Canadian amity. Now, added to 
thé sniping over arms standardization and 
Lawrence Seaway, there comes 
an incident in which a witness before the 
McCarran committee has charged a Cana- 
dian foreign service officer with having 
been a Communist. 

Canadians have frequently criticized 
our shotgun technique, by which witnesses 
before congressional committees are per- 
mitted to duote dead men,- repeat un- 
proved charges and 
ancient gossip in 
support of their con- 
tentions. 

In this case a for- 
mer Communist, Dr. 
Karl Wittvogel, an- 
nounced that E. 
Herbert Norman, 
now acting head of 
the Canadian U.N. 
delegation and a 
foreign service 
career man, once at- 
tended a Communist 
summer study 
course on Cape Cod. 

Mr. Norman says 
he never in his life has been to Cape Cod. 
The Canadian Government is satisfied he 
is not a Communist. And newspapers 
north of the border have exploded in 
angry denunciations. “Such attacks violate 
every sense of honor,” says the Ottawa 
Citizen, 

“The American people may believe that 
a public inquiry, with names freely ban- 
died about, and reputations freely dam- 
aged is the right method,” says the Toron- 
to Globe and Mail. “The fact that Cana- 
dians do not agree is perhaps something 
that Washington neither knows nor cares 
a hoot about. Granting that, it is up to 
Washington, in common courtesy, to ‘let 
us do our own proving in our own way.” 

Perhaps because of the sharp verbal 
protest lodged in Washington by Canada’s 
minister, the next two Canadians dis- 
cussed before the McCarran committee 
were left nameless, although their alleged

course of time, naturally, both will be 
well-known in all the Washington bars 
and eventually to their own colleagues. 

If Canadians are determined to resent 
this sort of thing, let them ponder the 
fate of Oliver Edmund Clubb, who has 
been suspended from his State Depart- 
ment job for two months for further in- 
vestigation; and who now has confessed to 
the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee the horrid fact that in 1932 he 
“conferred with Communists.” 

Mr. Clubb is in suspension as chief of 
the State Department’s China section. In 
1932 he was home on leave from China 
and visited the offices of the New Masses, 
a left-wing magazine. While there he dis- 
cussed the Communist..movement if 
China. 

That seems to be all. But merely for 
exercising a good official’s curiosity about 
varying viewpoints, almost 20 years ago, 
Mr. Clubb today is living under a cloud, 
answering minute questions about 1932, 
apologizing to the Un-American Activities 
Committee for knowing a woman, now 
dead, concededly an authority on the Far 
East, and unable to defend herself against 
hearsay charges of Communism. 

Canadians, watching the way we seem 
determined to destroy independence of 
mind and curiosity of viewpoint in our 
own Foreign Service, may be forgiven for 
wanting to protect their own from the 
blight. But they had better not under- 
estimate the tenacity of.our congressional 
committees, or their perennial ex-Com- 
munist witnesses. 

If smears, hearsay and wunproved 
charges don’t stick the first time around, 
then one or other of the committees can 
be depended on to recall the witnesses, 
lead them by the hand over now-familiar 
ground and get a repetition of the fact 
that somebody, 10 or 15 years ago, saw 
somebody else talking to a Red

THE RETURN OF CHRISTOPHER, by Margaret Echard, 

(Doubleday, 304 pgs., $3.50.) 

In the literary world, especially among 
publishers, there is an old saw to the 
effect that you don’t talk about religion 
and sell fiction books.

What had hap- 
pened was this: Christopher had swung 
on a pendulum from religionism to athe- 
ism and back again. , 

In flash-backs that characterize Christo- 
pher from early childhood, Margaret 
Echard tells the absorbing story of a 
man’s spiritual search, his discoveries and 
rewards. As a child Christopher was im- 
pressed but repelled by his pompously 
religious father. As a youth, Christopher 
professed his faith as a Presbyterian be- 
cause, he said, “I promised the Lord that 
if He’d help me remember the cube root 
formula I'd join the church.” In college, 
under the influence of a professor of 
psychology, Christopher shed his tradi- 
tional religious beliefs to adopt an 
agnostical attitude. 

But there was in Christopher an in- 
herent sense of justice, morality, and 
goodness and it was only natural that he 
should, in time, and of his own free will, 
return to Christianity.

According to those close to him,

The decision is complicated by 
the possibility of a bitter public 
row, such as that which broke out 
over “unification.” Some profes- 
sional military writers, who have 
their own prejudices, shed croco- 
dile tears at this horrid possibil- 
ity. Yet at the same time they do 
everything they can to egg on the 
rival factions. 

In the present atmosphere of 
hush-hush and near hysteria it is 
difficult to get at the facts. 
Around the vital question of 
atomic weapons the curtain of 
secrecy is so thick—and it may 
be entirely essential to our na- 
tional security—that only hints 
and veiled references come out 
of officialdom. Since this is so 
large a part of the whole defense 
picture, it is not surprising that 
civilians get a sense of frustration 
over their role. Then, too, many 
decisions have been forced upon 
the military through civilian de- 
fault. 

Yet, the feeling is growing that 
there must be wider knowledge 


about America’s defenses in the 
next three or four critical years 


and wider participation in arriv- 
ing at the final conclusions. To 
be content with less than this is 
to default once again and down | 
that road the pessimists see the 


end of all civilian authority.

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“I want tactical air to help 
me get my objectives and to keep 
the enemy off my back,” one 
officer told me recently, “The 
main. purpose of tactical air 
should be to help the doughboy 
advance by hitting the enemy in 
front of him.” 

Many want fighter-bonibers in 
‘tthe skies above their troops net 
only to hit the enemy—but for 
the morale of their own troops. 

A combat officer once said to 
me in Europe: “I'd rather have 
one of our planes up there above 
the enemy just circling around 
—than to have him drop his 
bombs and then head for home, 

“A plane in the sky makes the 
enemy nervous. He's afraid to 
move too much. He never knows 
when it might strike. And this 
fear is worse for the;enemy than 
being shot at—because once the 
plane gets rid of its firepower and 
leaves, the enemy can relax.” 

And there are some Army men 
who believe if the Allies ever stop 
the Communist hordes in another 
World War—it will have to be 
done with the help of: close air 
support and a great deal of it. 

Air Force Argument. 

On the other side, Air Force 
spokesmen argue that if the Army 
has its way, then the tactical air 
power will be broken up into 
“penny packets,” it will lose its 
mobility, and its firepower will be 
dissipated. 

One airman said: “We tried 
| giving the Army control of tactical 
air back in North Africa—and it 
almost ruined us. 

“We allotted our planes to 
corps commanders. Our units 
were assigned to work exclusively 
with these corps and under the 
direction of the corps command- 


ers. 

“At that time, we actually had 
more planes in North Africa than 
the Germans. But they had air 
superiority because we had broken 
up our tactical air into packages. 

“When we tossed this plan 
overboard and got centralized 
control, we had the mobility and 
striking power to whip the Ger- 
mans in the air.” 

Air Force men argue this les- 
son in North Africa taught them 
never to disperse tactical power 
—and they insist this doctrine 
won air supremacy in Europe 
and remains the foundation of 
their policy. 

Urges Artillery for Frant. 

Another air officer argued: “If 
the Army is so concerned over 
firepower in the frontline, they 
should look into their own artil- 
lery. If they have enough artil- 
lery and it’s good enough, I 
can’t see why they are so con- 
cerned about firepower within 
1500 yards of the frontlines.” 

Airmen say the best tactical 
support is to hit enemy tanks, 
guns and troops before they 
reach the front lines. One officer 
put it this way: 

“Using tactical air power can 
be compared to trying to save 
Kansas City from a flood. 

“You can build a levee for 
‘close support’ of the city and put 
all your effort into that—or you 
can go upstream and build some 
dams to control the water level 
above Kansas City. I think the 
engineers would say the safest 
thing to do would be to control 
the flood upstream.”

| Fix It Yourself 


By Mubbard Cobb | 


NE of the troubies with, re- 
pairing furniture is that the 
job usually turns out to be 
more complicated than it looked. 
Take for example, .one of these 
furniture joints where one part 
fits into a hole drilled or cut in 
another member. 


The joint is loose and so the 
thing to do.is to apply a little 
glue. But, when you're all set to 
go to work, you find that the one 
member has shrunk so much that 
it won't fit snugly enough in the 
hole to mak. a strong glued joint. 
This is what we call a problem. 


One way to solve it is to expand 
the part that fits into the hole 
just encugh to make a. tight fit. 
This can be done by a 
cut, 4%” to 1”. deep at th@® end 
with a fine toothed cross cut saw. 
After the cut has been made, cut 
a small wood wedge and tap it 
gently into the cut. 


Tap it very gently and very 
slowly because if you go too fast 


a 


or too far you may split some- 
thing. When you've expanded 
the end enough so it fits snugly 
in the opening, cut off the end 
of the wedge and glue the parts 
together. 


Another way to get around 
matters is to use a patente? metal 
fastener. This little gimmick is 
in the shape of a cylinder with 
metal burrs on the inside and 
outside. It is tapped down over 
the end of the shrunk member 
and then this end is inserted in 
the hole of the second member. 
The metal burrs on the fastener 
grip both parts and make a pretty 
solid joint.

Rome's Catacombs 


And Modern Martyrs 
By ADELE STARBIRD == 


HE first time I visited Rome my profoundest impression 
1 came not from the Forum or St. Peter’s, but from the 

Catacombs—that earliest underground movement—with 
their mute witness to the sacrifices the early Christians made 
for their religion. 

The Catacombs seemed then, as they do now, a dark 
reproach to the comfortable Christianity most of us practice. 
But I thought then that the days of martyrdom and persecu- 
tion were over. I could not foresee, as i groped about under 
the earth by the light of a candle, that Christianity was to 
face still more horrifying days under Hitler and Stalin. 

* * * 

THE PHYSICAL TORTURES devised by imperial Rome 
were dreadful enough; death by lions must have been terri- 
fying. But the devilish psychological tortures of our day 
have been even worse, leaving, to use Gerald Heard’s phrase, 
the door of the mind swinging helplessly on its hinges. The 
early Christians could at least die like men, in full possession 
of their faculties, triumphant in their faith. Modern martyrs 
like Mindzenty and some of the Lutherans have had to accept 
the far more hideous fate of knowing in advance that they 
would be turned into something less than human, with broken 
wills and clouded reason. And still they have had the cour- 
age to undertake that testimony for their crucified Lord. 

So today in Rome, the Catacombs are still the most im- 
pressive record of the human spirit. But they do not repre- 
sent something that is over and done with: they represent 
a continuum.

AS WE DRIVE from one classic ruin to another, there 
is a strictly secular ghost who haunts me much of the time, 
the ghost of a desperately homesick young man who spent 
three years here. He was of noble birth, highly educated, 
and poor. So he had accompanied his uncle, the great 
Cardinal du Bellay, when the latter came to Rome with a 
vast retinue on a diplomatic mission to try to prevent the 
breach between Henry the Eighth and the Pope. The young 
man, Joachim du Bellay, was a sort of secretary and major 
domo; he kept accounts and planned banquets. Being a poor 
relation was no more fun in the Sixteenth Century than it 
is today. , 3 

He was one of the very first people to understand the 
significance of the ruins of Rome; he wrote sonnet after 
sonnet about them. It is hardly an exaggeration to say that 
he started the vogue for ruins and antiqueg. 

But he would have traded off the whole lot of them 
for one glimpse of the slate roof of his home in Anjou, and 
a breath of the sweet air of his native province, as he states 
in that exquisite sonnet that begins: “Happy the man who, 
like Ulysses, has finished a beautiful journey.” 

How well we can understand him! For we, too, have 
had a beautiful journey, but now we are working our way 
northward, and we recite like a litany, “Florence, Peruggia, 
Lucerne, Zurich, Paris, London, and — ” And here in 
Rome we are all just a little homesick.

In my lifetime I have been a 
farmer, a laborer and a soldier in 
Communist Russia. A more fit- 
ting slogan for the Communist 
“model” state might be: “What's 
mine is mine, and what’s yours is 
‘ mine.” 

I was a typical laborer in the 
postwar years from 1947 to 1950, 
until I rejoined the Soviet Army 
in a fit of despondency. <As @ 
loom operator in a textile mill in 
my town of Stalinabad I earned 
the equivalent of $50 a week, 
then lost almost one third in 
taxes, “voluntary” loans to the 
Government and donations to 
special Communist causes. 

A pound of butter cost me $4, 
new shoes ‘were $65, if I could 
find them. To buy a new pocket 
watch I would have to work about 
90 hours to earn enough money. 
Although the work week was spe- 
cified at 48 hours, I stood araund 
for hours some days waiting for 
material, then was forced to work 
those hours on “voluntary” over- 
time to make og pay quota, 

* 


PARTY Ba once brought 

me before a people’s court for 
being late 35 minutes. The 
bus carrying me to the factory had 
broken down. I had 25 per cent 
deducted from my wages for three 
months. I could have been fired. 
I have seen men receive six- 
month jail terms (forced labor in 
a local jail, not a corrective camp) 
for quitting work one hour early. 
In one case it was because a man 
wanted to see his wife, critically 
hurt in an accident. In “defense” 
plants the sentences are as high 
as eight years in a labor camp 
for being late three times, no 
matter how far apart the tardi- 
ness is spread. I once spoiled a 
piece of finished material worth 
about $15 and was fined $5. If 


my work record had been worse«- 


I could have been fined up to 10 
times the value. 

The trade unions are really 
official Government ies 
whose main job is to enforce Com- 
munist economic policy. They can- 
not bargain for higher wages be- 
cause they are set by the Govern- 
ment. 

The only time I remember their 
defending the workers’ views was 
when they wanted to stop the 
Government from drafting chil- 
‘dren from 12 years and older into 
trade schools and for a sort of 
on-job training in factories, They 
lost the fight. I have worked 
next to +12-year-olds. 

The lot of plant managers, 
technicians and highly skilled 
men is better than that of the 
average laborer, but still only 
about half as good as what I 
have seen in western Europe. 

These conditions for the worker 
exist after three decades of Com- 
munism, which continuously has 
boasted about its struggle to im- 
prove his lot. 

What should be said of agri- 
culture? I was born on a 750- 
acre farm that produced a rich 
store of rice, beans and grains. 
We tended 1000 sheep, 30 dairy 
cattle and owned 10 horses. We 
lived in a comfortable eight-room 
house near Stalinabad. 

By 1933 the 750 acres had be- 
come one acre—each peasant fam- 
ily was left with a garden plot 
-——and my father, mother, brother, 
two sisters and I were living in 
one room of our former home. 

(This eventually forced my fa- 
ther into the hills to fight, lead- 
ing to his arrest and breakup of 
the family, with three of them 
sent to slave labor camps.) 

We had been “eollectivized” by 
the state. 

x * * 


N theory, collective farms (or 
kolkhozi) are voluntary, self- 
controlled organizations of for- 
mer landowners who have pooled 
their holdings. In practice, kolk- 
hozi—and 85 per cent of Russia’s 
arable land is in the kolkhozi 
system—was the result of the at- 
tempted total liquidation of the 
peasant class by the Communists. 
Our land, animals, tools, homes, 
furniture and even clothes were 
taken from us. But in theory, the 
group holdings were divisible, 
and while the theory existed we 
all hoped that someday we weuld 
regain our lands. Today, —_ 
that hope is disappearing. 
new trend is to form soon ht Maton 
hozes which are really aber col- 
onies where farmers have no title 
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to the land. No more than fac- 
tory workers have in a state- 
owned textile mill. In fact, this 
super-collectivization has as its 
goal the freeing of more farm 
workers for use in industry. 

This was the trend when I was 
last in Soviet Russia, éarlier this 
year. Some farms were being op- 
erated as factories, and the peas- 
antry, as a class, was being com- 
pletely and finally abolished. 

Last year, Soviet agriculture 
failed to méet the 1950 goals in 
every case except one. 
three decades of communization 
the nation’s per capita grain out- 
put still is the same as it was 
under the Czars.. 


Life in the Soviet Army is 
tough, but it is heaven compared 
to living as a civilian. Discipline 
is brutal, pay is poor (about 30 
cents a day for a private), polit- 
ical commissars and _ lecturers 
turn the stomach of even the 
most faithful soldier, and fur- 
loughs practically never come. 
But food is not bad compared 
with what you get as a civilian. 
Hours are regular and you have 
a decent pair of boots on your 
feet. 

The Russian youth, at 15, be- 
gins his military. training in 
school long before he is drafted. 
In addition, three main semi-mil- 


itary groups in Russia exist—the . 


dosarm (army), dosflot (navy) and 
Dosav (aviation). These supply 
parachute training, rifle ranges, 
shipboard exercises, artillery 
weapons and the whole arsenal 
of warfare to youth. 


They also are open fo factory 
workers and, in fact, “volunteers” 
from every walk of life. Militar- 
ism in Russia takes high prior- 
ity. The army officer holds a 
social rank above everyone ex- 
cept the party commissar, and he 
is handpicked and trained from 
the age of 8 in a Sovorov school. 
He is never seen smoking the 
same brand of cigarettes as an 
enlisted man, 


Morale in the Soviet Army is 
good, simply because as bad as 
conditions are, they are better 
than at home. Like the civilian, 
the soldier doesn’t want war. But 
these soldiers will fight if war 
comes. 


* I noticed one small change in 
training tactics between 1941 and 
1951. Ten years ago the dummies 
we tore into during bayonet drill 
were dressed in German uni- 
forms. Now they are bundled in

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forest green fatigues with big 
patch pockets. 

The mosque I prayed in as a 
boy in Stalinabad now is a stable. 
For a while the Communists used 
it as a brothel. That was in 1933, 
when the Communist war on re- 
ligion was at its height in Tad- 
zhikistan. It was like a burning 
fever. Every Moslem house of 
prayer in the province was de- 
stroveg or requisitioned. 

g force, the Communists 
carried away sacred relics in rub- 
bish carts. They confiscated the 
holy pieces. Our mullah (priests) 
were killed or deported. Most 
mosques -still are closed. Today, 
Moslems in Russia pray at home 
behind locked doors. 


The attack on Mohammedanism 
was especially violent, but in 
those days the war on all religion 
was systematic, thorough and 
cruel. The men in Moscow were 
following Marx and Lenin to the 
letter. They feared all religions. 
Islams, Orthodox Russians, Ro- 
man Catholics and Jews all were 
scarred by the same whip. 
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ODAY the Kremlin is cooler, 

more collected about its ‘‘ex- 

termination job” because it is 
all but completed. ’ They ask only 
time to mold another generation 
of youngsters and they will no 
longer worry about “outside in- 
terference” from Mecca, _ the 
Vatican or Tel Aviv.. There will 
be no cult but Communism. 


In Russia today you do not see 
secret police standing in front of 
churches taking down names of 
faithful, as I have seen in Buda- 
pest. There is no need for such 
obvious brovwbeating now. 


To the West there sometimes 
must be conveyed the impression, 
well-planned by the Reds and 
usually brought out by sympa- 
thetic or “guided” visitors, that 
Communism is softening in its 
attitude, that “after all” perhaps 
the Kremlin isn’t so tough on re- 
ligion as we thought.” 

Can this impression be true? 
It is a fact that in most cities 
you can see large crowds flocking 
to worship on Easter, Christmas 
or Passover.

Family Table Talk

HE next voice you hear will be that of a member of the 
T O’M. family at meal time; and if you listen for just a 

short time, you'll get a pretty good idea of the “conver- 
gational climate” in which the O’M. family lives. It would 
be enlightening to the O’M. family to hear a recording of 
their own conversation during a few meals, and all the rest 
of us would profit by similar study of our own style of ex- 
pression. 

A study of family table conversations made by Sociologist 
James H. S. Bossard and his associates disclosed that families 
generally run true to form, and it is not always a pleasant 
form. 

Dr. Bossard found that he could classify the table talk 
of most families under one of four headings. 


er 


1. MANY FAMILIES TALKED mainly about themselves. 
You might think there was no other human being on the 
globe. The world began and ended with their own affairs; 
petty and trivial affairs, too, in most instances. 

2. Other families said little about themselves but de- 
voted their conversation almost entirely to gossip and criticism 
of others. Friends, relatives and neighbors were dragged 
over the bumps. 

3. In a third group, the conversation—if it could be called 
that—was a continuous process of “showing off.” Each tried 
to say something smart, to call attention to himself in some 
manner, to get the spotlight by clowning or being silly if 
nothing more clever came to mind. 

4. A fourth group—and unfortunately not the largest— 
tried to provide something interesting. The purpose was to 
make the mealtime pleasant and somewhat instructive. A 
good story or joke, a piece of news or information, was passed 
along not to give the teller the chance to be a smart-aleck, 
but to give enjoyment to the listeners.

Child Behavior 


Acceptance and Denial

éé UMMY, it isn’t true is it, 

M what Sheila just told me 

about how people get ba- 

bies?” asked Nancy, running into 

the house, angry and on the 
verge of tears. 

“What did Sheila say, dear?” 
asked Nancy’s mother. Nancy ex- 
plained, and Sheila had not left 
out much or softened the tale in 
the telling. 

“Yes, Nancy, Sheila told you 
right, though it isn’t quite like 
that, perhaps. But I don’t see 
why you are so surprised. I told 
you all that last year, don’t you 
remember?” 

This is something that many 
parents don’t realize. That a 
child often seems to understand 
and to accept fully some situation, 
or bit of information that you 
give him, and then suddenly at a 
later time seems upset by the 
same information or situation. 
Parents are apt to feet that if a 
child knows something or accepts 
something when he is five, then 
he should still know it and ac- 
cept it when he is six. 

x «xk * 


BUT THAT IS often not the 
case. Often a child’s early accept- 
ance comes because he is really 
too young to understand:. Then, 
later, when he is on the verge of 
really understanding, he may go 
through a period of violent denial 
and of being upset by the same 
information which he accepted so 
calmly earlier. 

That is what happened with 
Nancy. When her mother first 
told her about babies, she ap- 
peared to accept the information 
calmly, but she could give this 
appearance because the informa- 
tion was really way over her head. 
When she got to the point of 
grasping what it meant, then she 
was upset. Later, when she be- 
comes a little more mature, she 
will reach the third stage—that 
of being able to accept calmly, 
but with real understanding. — 

We see this three-stage re- 
sponse time and again in many 
situations: Apparent understand- 
ing and acceptance; angry dénial 
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could simply say that you're not hungry and order a soda or | 


soft drink to drink with a straw. This is easy and will help to 
lessen date-time embarrassment. 
It also helps to remember that people—including 
are usually far too busy with their own thoughts and affairs 
to pay as close attention to you as you might think they do. 
Instead of watching you éat, your date is probably busily try- 
ing to overcome his own shyness and is wondering what kind 
of impression he is making on you ; .. and trying not to look 


“gs embarrassed as he feels, too. 
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and upset reactions to the same 
situation, and lastly, calm under- 
standing and acceptance. Adopted 
children often prattle happily 
about their adopted state when 
they are very young; then go 
through a period of angrily deny- 
ing that they are adopted; then 
finally calmly accept the fact. 
= « 


CHILDREN WHO receive quite 
reasonably at five the grownup’s 
hints that there is no Santa Claus, 
will fiercely and angrily deny 
when they are six any suggestion 
that Santa is not real. By eeven 
or eight they may fully accept the 
fact that he is a myth. 

People who work with crippled 
children report the same phe- 
nomenon. Children who at an 
early age have appeared to accept 
their handicaps very philosophi- 
cally will often suddenly become 
much upset about t’ese same 
handicaps, Parents often feel that 
this occurs because someone has 
made some unkind comment and 
has thus disturbed the child. We 
believe that here, as in the other 
examples given, the disturbance 
comes from within the child and 
is a sign of increased maturity 
and awareness, a sign that the 
child is growing up.

This is The G. S. Suppiger 
Company of ‘St. Louis, which 
this year will convert about 
45,000 tons of choice tomatoes 
into some 30,000,000 bottles of 
its Brooks Old Original Catsup 


jand other food products bearing 
the Brooks brand name.

of tomatoes for an organization 
that started out in 1927 with 
one small procegsing plant. To- 
day, the Suppiger firm is op- 
erating five large plants close 
to some of the best tomato 
growing areas in the country.

bland taste—the best descrip- 
tion of its flavor is that it has 
zest without bite. One basic 
secret in the making of Brooks 
Catsup and the imparting of its 
unusual tangy taste is the order 
and timing of adding ingredi- 
ents, In the plant kitchen, they 
showed us automatic metering 
devices that are used to regu- 
late exactly the quantities of 
raw tomate juice and liquid 
sugar that go into a battery of 
stainless steel cooking kettles— 
each of 1250 gallons capacity.

And they added 
that the time required to re- 
duce each batch of about 1100 
gallons of raw ingredients down 
te 360 gallons of catsup is of ex- 
treme importance. For it must 
not be teo long to drive off the 
flavor, but still long enough te 
bring about a thorough biending 
of the components. The average 
time required te get the de- 
sired three-to-one concentration 
is about 23 minutes, a speed 
achieved by passing: super- 
heated steam through coils in 
the bottom of each’ great kettle.

nished to the company’s general 
management for its guidance. 
One of the tests we were in- 
terested in was for the determi- 
nation of the viscosity, or thick- 
ness, of the catsup. An inspector 
assured us, that test is one way 
of making certain the catsup 
you get isn’t so thick you have 
to keep jarring the base of the 
bottle to force out the sauce. 


We won’t try te describe the 
complete process at the plant— 
from the time the ripe red to- 
matoes are received from trucks 
until the bottled catsup is 
packed in cartons piled almost 
ceiling high in a large ware- 
house. But, te us, one of the 
most impressive features of that 
highly mechanized operation 
was that, under favorable con- 
ditions, it may take enly two or 
three hours from the time to- 
matoes are picked in the fields 
te have them processed into 
catsup and ready for shipping. 


This, we thought, is big busi- 
ness with its roots literally in the 
soil, and all the hazards and 
headaches that go with bucking 
the vagaries of rain, sun and 
frost. The day we were there 
was a good example of one of 
those headaches in action. For, 
with the packing season reach-

“Uncle Ray's Column

cold place,.or at least a place 

“which is cold most of the time 
in most parts. That was Alaska. 

This week I shall go to the 
other extreme, and write about a 
hot place,.or at least a place 
which is mainly hot. This is the 
desert. ; 

There are many deserts on 
earth, and we can hardly describe 
them all in a few words. They 
may be sandy, or they may be 
rocky. They may be high or they 
may be low. 

No desert is completely vacant. 
People keep away from them, as 
a rule, but some travelers go 
across the great stretches of 
wasteland. Here and there are 
oases, with enough water td grow 
plants and to keep people from 
beco thirsty. 

Low are extremely hot 
in the daytime—the temperature 
often goes above 110 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the shade. The 
worst ‘trouble is that shade is 
hard to find. People suffer a 
higher degree of heat than the 
“shade” temperature indicates. 

At night the air tends to grow 
cool even over a low desert. On 
a high desert the weather may be 
very hot in the daytime but so 
cold at night that a pool of water 
will freeze. 

We wonder where the stretches 
of desert sand came from. Two 
fairly good answers exist for that 
question. Many deserts probably 
are the beds of ancient lakes or 
seas which dried up and left the 
sand behind. Geologists have 
learned that dry land has taken 
the place of water-covered la 
in hundreds of parts of the earth. 
We may figure that a large num- 
ber of sandy deserts are places 
where lakes or seas used to exist.
